rho* not then underſtood) having ſtept to one ſide, and ftragling in Dublin ju#t as 1 had 
got my Copy licenſed, for a certain Sum agreed upon, and part received in hand, he by 
Bond under his Hand and Seal, oblig*d himſelf to deliver it at Cheſter printed on the 
laſt of October; when for Honeſty having retired himſelf from the reach of Fuſtice, and 
it was too late to get them printed elſewhere, be inſtead thereof complemented me with a 
Lie, of their being ſeized in the Preſs, which upon examination 1 found as falſe as him- 
ſelf, and good grounds to believe he was procured by the aboveſaid Printers not to print 
it all, leſt it ſhould hinder the Sale of their Traſh, publiſhed in the Names of Plunket and 
ethers not in being ; but have been forge#from Ritchiſons or my Copy. So that I had 
not publiſh:d any thing ſo late, but to remove the Fears about the late PRODIGY, 
and Year 1688, and Trouble and Danger of tranſcribing theſe Obſervations frequemly

may well receive that Name; for that it amazed not only its Beholders, but alſo moſt 
that then heard of ir, jult as if they expected ir a ſign of nothing bur of utter Ruine 
and DeſtruQion to be immediately ſhower'd down upon theſe Nations, but more eſpe- 
cially Ircland. | 
1 did not ſee this Prodigy my ſelf; but for the aforeſaid Reaſons, and the many En- 
quiries ſrequently made of me about it, I endeavoured to obtain the moſt abſolute Re- 
]:tion that could be procured ; which was from the Watch of ſeveral parts of the City, 
who agree, That at midnight a Crack like that of a Cannon was heard, and immedi- 
ately a great fiery Blaze feen flying from the South-weſt, over the City towards the 
North-caſt, at one end like a half Ball, and therecut a great long Stream z which

this Deſcription, I conclude to be of that fort of Prodigies, call'd Meteors; and of them, 
ſuch as Naturaliſts call Beams, and Judge to be generated of Exhalations hot and dry, 
like the Lightening or flaſh of Thunder, of a vicious clammy nature,reſembling Puch, 
by being of thin-and light parts, are by the Sun drawn and forced into the upper Re- 
glon, and there by exceſſive heat, and nearneſs to the Fire, kindled, and bythe Wind 
and Clouds carried through the Air, as this was 1n form of a Beam, to the terror of all its 
Beholdcrs. 

The Ingenious Mr. Gadbury, in his Treatiſe of Prodigies, pag. 57, gives an account 
of a Meteor, Anno 12384. the molt like this of any I can read of fince : bur neither he 
nor any other, of any extraordinary conſequences that attended that or any other, but 
what might father be ſignified by the Stars; and therefore I conclude this ſo admired 
and amazing Prodigy in no wiſe fo threatening or evil, as terrible and feared, eſpeci- 
allyro England andireland,and that the rather becauſe in it ſelf cis but an eftc& of other 
natura! Cauſes, viz.the Stars, who only are the grand Signs or Natural Cauſes of Ter- 
reſtrial Mutations. | 

Tho I cannot ſhew any Prodigy like this of late, in reſpeCt to its noiſe ; there have 
been ſeveral of the ſame nature ſeen in and about Dublin, as in Tune 1682, Fuly 13. 
1685, and the 6th of March following, all about 11 at night, the likeneſs of Armies 
were ſeen fighting in the Air ; and laſt Summer a Prodigy or Meteor like this in form 
and all things but its noiſe, was ſeen ſeveral times to fly over this City of Dublin, and 
yer, God be praiſed, no ſuch bloody effects as are now feared have hitherto ſucceeded, 
orindeed are thereby threatened. Y%
